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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. Figure 42 should apparently be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should_be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the following reasons: (A) The 
reference numerals are not presently enclosed within parentheses. (B) The word "obtaining" 
(line 8) should apparently be changed to -obtain-. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 
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4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: (A) The expression 
"Fig. 42 and" (page 1, line 12) should apparently be changed to —Fig. 42—. (B) It would appear 
that an expression such as —in a conventional carburetor- should be inserted between "valve" 
and the period (page 13, line 21). Appropriate correction is required. 

Election/Restrictions
